Washington, May 24.—Another move 
towards full utilization of the’ coun- 
try’s man power was made today when 
Secretary Baker sent to congress the 
draft of a bill proposing to raise the 
maximum age limit for voluntary en- 
listment in the army from 40 to 56 
years. All men over 40 so enlisted 
would be assigned to’ non-combatant 
service, 

In a letter to Speaker Clark asking | 
that the bill be pushed, Secretary Ba- 
ker said: 

“Every man above the age of 40 years 
who is enlisted in non-combatant 
branches of the service will make avail- 
able for duty with the line troops a 
man. within the prescribed age limit for 
all troops. 

‘Many men whose long experience as 
mechanics and artisans will make them 
particularly valuable to the various 
staff corps and departments may be 
thus secured instead of younger men 
without such experience and the effi- 
ciency of the staff corps and the de- 
partments thus will be increased.” 

There probably are 7,500,000 men be- 
tween the ages of 40 and 55, and many 
thousands of them already have attest- 
ed their desire to serve by bombard- 
ing the department with applications. 
While the great majority of the men 
in this class undoubtedly will be re- 
strained from enlisting: by family and 
business ties, the number at liberty to 
join the colors is expected to be more 
than sufficient to meet the purpose in 
view. 

Staff corps positions include many 
duties behind the front. Every head- 
quarters unit includes a number of po- 
sitions for which the older men would 
be just as well suited as the present 
occupants who, under the new plan, 
would be released for line duty. 

Officials estimates are that a mod- 
ern army, to be maintained as an ef- 
ficient unit, must have between 40 and 
45 per cent of its actual strength on 
duty. behind the fighting zone. This 
means that of the first 1,000,000 men 
sent to France, 400,000 serve along the 
lines of communication, in hospitals or 
at the various headquarters and de- 
barkation bases. 


SENATE COMMITTEE

Washington, May 24.—The senate 
military affairs committee today unan- 
imously went on record in favor of large 
expansion of the American army. It 
ordered a favorable report on a resolu- 
tion by Senator Reed, of Missouri, de- 
claring for an incrgase of three‘million 
men. 

.By the resolution “the president is 
authorized in his digcretion and at such 
time as he may determine to raise and 
begin the training of an additional 
force of three million men,” who are 
“to be called for training at such times 
and in euch numers as the president 
may direct.” 

‘Senator Reed announced he would 
probably report the bill to the senate 
next Monday and endeavor to have it 
considered at an early date.

COTTON MARKET 
WILL BE PROBED 


Secretary Houston Prom- 
ises Investigation—Alleg- 
ed That Futures Market 
Does Not Reflect Actual 
Trades. | 


Washington, May 24.—An investiga-- 
tion of condition in the cotton market 
has been promised by Secretary Hou- 
ston, Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
announced today. At a conference 
with the secretary of agriculture Mr. 
Smith urged the investigation, declar- 
ing that the futures market has ceased 
to be a reflection of actual transac- 


tions and has “become: an actual men- 
ace to the cotton trade.” 

The South Carolina senator told the 
secretary there is no legitimate rea- 
son why cotton under the present de- 
mand and the prevailing prices for 
cotton goods should be so “ridiculous- 
ly and-absurdly manipulated in the 
cotton exchanges.” 

“The future or board quotations in 
the cotton exchanges are anywhéere 
from $15 to $25 less than the actual 
spot quotations in the identical mar- 
ket,” saida statement tonight by Sen- 
tor Smith. “That is, the future mar-

spots for future delivery and is sup- 
posed to be a hedge for actual spot 
transactions against future deliveries 
has now not anly ceased to be a re- 
flection of spot transactions and a 
place where. hedges may be safely 
nade, but has become an actual men- 
ace to the cotton trade.

Washington, May  24.—(Special.)— 
Georgia members of congress were ap- 
|pleaded to today by the peach-growing 
interests of central and south Georgia, 
particularly those in Bibb, Crawford, 
Houston and Macon counties, for quick 
government relief in harvesting and 
marketing the crop. It is estimated 
peeve ts no less than three million dol- 
lars’ worth of the fruit in these coun- 
ties alone that will be lost unless ar- 
rangements can be made. for an ade- 
quate labor supply at once, continuing 
until at least the 20th of July. 

The suggestion has been made that, 
3,500 colored soldiers now at Camp 
Gordon be assigned to that work. Sev- 
eral members of the delegation, in- 
cluding Larsen, Wise and Crisp, took 
the matter up today with the adjutant 
general and ascertained that such a 
course is impracticable. The delega- 
tion then sought relief from the federal 
employment bureau and this auxiliary 
has undertaken to investigate and see 
what can be done. In the meantime 
‘it is safe to say that the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association of Georgia cannot hope 
for adequate help from the government 
branches in Washington by reason of 
the present enormous demand for la- 
bor.

New York, May 24.—(By Assoctated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—The British mercantile cruiser 
Moldavia, carrying American troops 
from America to Europe, has been tor- 
pedoed and fifty-six» American soldiers 
are reported missing. The liner was 
sunk Thursday morning, according to 
an official statement by the British 
admiralty. 

The Moldavia is the third transport 
carrying American troops to be tor- 
pedoed and the fifteenth troop ship 
sunk by the Germans. Of the vesgels 
carrying Americans, the Antilles was ~ 


the first to meet with destruction by a 


U-boat. She was sunk October Tf7 last 
when returning to this country from 
Europe and seventy lives were lost. : 
The second was the Tuscania, which 
was sent to the bottom off the north 
of Ircland February 6, with @ loss of 
life totaling 101. 

The only other, serious.attack made 
on American transports ocomrred last 
June, when vessels carrying some of 
the first expeditionary units, under a 
convoy commanded by Rear Admiral 
Gleaves, narftowly escaped disaster in 
the mid-Atlantic. 

That German submarines are operat- 
ing off the south coast of Ireland is 
evidenced by the sinking of the 
steamer Inniscarra, of Cork, with loss 
of life. 

David Lloyd-George, epeaking at 
Edinburgh, has said that the subma- 
rine is still unconquered, but that it is 
no longer a vital menace to the entente 
allies. He said that the U-boats are 
being destroyed faster than they can 
be built. by Germany, while the al- 
lies are building ships faster than the 
submarines are sinking them.

London, May 24.—The British armed 
merchant troop ship Moldavia, with 
American troops on board, has been 
torpedoed and sunk, according to an 
official bulletin issued by the admiralty 
this evening. 

Fifty-six American troops on the ship 
Moldavia have been unaccounted for, 
says an Official statement issued .by 
the British admiralty.

on Revenue Legislation 
After Congress Under- 
stood He Would Insist on 
It—Leaders Oppose Leg- 


islation. 


Washington, May 24.—President 
Wilson. tonight postponed a final de- 
cision on whether congress shall be 
asked to start work immediately on 
new revenue legislation. 

After Secretary McAdoo had given 
his opinion that immediate action is 
essential and after virtually all lead- 
ers of congress had abandoned-hope of 
a July adjournment the president, at 
a conference with Senator Simmons, 
of North Carolina, chairman of the 
senate finance committee, agreed to 
withhold his decisive word until he 


The president’s decision may be 
made tomorrow, after further confer- 
ences, but he may wait until next 
week. Among the alternatives sug- 
gested by Senator Simmons, which the 
president was reported to be carefully 
considering, was a proposal that cop- 
gSress adjourn as soon as urgent bus!- 
ness now on the calendar is disposed 
of, and come back for a special reve- 
nue session in the fall. 

Whlison’s Action Unexpected. 

President Wilson's action in with- 
holding judgment was most unexpect- 
ed. Most members of congress had 
become resigned to immediate work 
on tax problems in spite of their ar- 
dent and avowed opposition to such a 
course. After Secretary McAdoo's de- 
termination had been announced late 
in the day it had been assumed the 
president would ask the administration 
leaders to proceea with the legislation 
regarded as necessary by the treasury. 
Representative Kitchin, chairman of 
the house ways and means committee, 
in fact, was so certain that he an- 
nounced that hearings on the new tax, 
bill would be called within a few days 
and that a bill practically doubling 
present taxes of a round $4,000,000,000 
a year would be presented, with the 
burden placed squarely on incomes and 
excess profits. 

Senator Simmons tonight after near- 
ly two hours’ conference with the pres- 
ident, was given assurance that the 
dectsion would not be made until after 
more datd, particularly congerning the 
legislative status\in congress, could 
be presented. Mr. Kitchin was not at 
tonight’s conference and it was stated 
that the president’s invitation did not 
reach him before he went to a theater 
with friends. 

Senator Simmons said tonight that 
he might be able to present the infor- 
mation desired tomorrow. As a result 
of his talk with the president, the 
senator said that he was satisfied with 
the situation and expressed hope for a 
solution which will be satisfactory 
both to those members of congress 
urging delay and also to the treasury. 

Unwise, Says Kitchin. 


Mr. Kitchin said he believed that 
taking up the legislation now was un- 
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disturbing effect on business. It 
means there will be lobbying and that 
there will be agitation on the subject 
Secretary McAdoo thinks it will help 
him sell Liberty bonds. I think, on 
the contrary, it will handicap him in 
selling bonds. Secretary McAdoo gave 
no reason for insisting, except that it 
was necessary to finance the war. We 
will go after the profiteers. Those 
who have made large profits out of 
the war business will have to pay their 
share of the taxation that the bill will 
carry. 

“We will not get money into the 
treasury any earlier by passing the 
bill at this session than we would 


by passing it, say, on ‘February l. 
The tax would be payable in June or 
July, and there would be time to en- 
act the legislation at the December 
session.” 

Mr. Kitchin said it might be the 
middle of November before final ad-

Saluting, how when and where to do 
it have always been rather vaguely 
defined in the minds of. enlistéd men, 
but if they will cut out this article 
and follow its directions as laid down 
by military authorities they will never 
make a mistake along this line 

Precautions for Officers. 

The order e¢oncerning courtesy is as 
follows: 

Officers, particularly commanding of- 
ficers, of whatever grade, will particu- 
larly observe the spirit and form of 
the regulations covering saluting and 
require such an emulation on the part 
of commissioned subordinates as will 
fit them to instruct efficiently the en- 
listed men of their commands. Unre- 
mitting energy and personal effort in 
this matter are absolutely necessary. It 
ts especially the duty of officers and 
non-commissioned officers of long 
training and experience to instruct our 
new officers and soldiers in this mat- 
ter, and it sheuld be remembered by 
all that instruction, far more than 
punishment, is what is needed. 

The responsibility for this deficiency 
of the training and military deport- 
ment résts entirely with the commis- 
sioned personnel of the army. If the 
cémmissioned officers of any organiza- 


tion observe the salutes of enlisted men | 


and acknowledge them in proper mili- 
tary manner, with precision, as laid 
down in drill regulations, and with 
interest, instead of in the perfunctory 
spirit too often shown, the enlisted 


men of that organization will undoubt- | 


edly respond and become imbued with 
the proper spirit of observance of mil- 
itary saluting courtesy. . 
Company and*detachment command- 
ers will be held responsible that all 
men of their command are thoroughly 
instructed in so much of drill regula- 
tions and the above mentioned article 
as is applicable to enlisted men.

(b) Regulations make it the duty of 
the enlisted man and the junior gen- 
erally to salute first, but they make 
it equally the duty of the senior to 
return the salute. 

tc) The senior is responsible in each 
case for proper compliance with- the 
regulations. For an uncorrected fail- 
ure to salute properly, the senior is 
frequently the greater offender. 


|failure to salute properly is generally 
due to ignorance, and it is the senior’s 
duty to see that the junior is properly 
instructed. 

(d) Instruction, rather than punish- 


ment, is the proper remedy for this de- | 


ficiency in our training. The imme- 
/diate "commanding officer of an of- 
fender is responsible for this instruc- 
tion, and it will ferequently be desira- 
ble to report the delinquency to him 
either directly or through military 
‘channels, as circumstances require, 
‘rather than to make the correction at 
ithe time the offense is committed. 

| The decision as to the propriety of

22 Germans Will Be Used on 
the Campbellton Road, 


Beginning Monday. | 


Definite plans for working the Ger- 
man prisoners on the Fulton county 
roads will be made Saturday morning 
at the meeting of the county commis- 
sion at 11 o’clock in the courthouse. | 
This is the regular meeting of the pub- 
lic works committee of the commission, 
but on account of the important mat- 
ters to come up the entire commission 
will be in session. 

Negotiations between the county and 
the government for the prisoners have 
been under way for a week. Dr. W. L 
Gilbert, chairman of the commission, 
and W. M. Poole, chairman of? the pub- 
lic works committee, interviewed Colo- 
nel Van Orsdale, who has charge of the 
prisoners at Fort McPherson, last Sat- 
urday in regard to obtaining the in- 
terned Germans for road work. After 
the interview they immediately wired 
Washington to make arrangements to 
use these men. The provisions of the 
agreement that have been reached will | 
be formally reported and adopted at | 
this meeting. 

Twenty-two Germans will go to work 
on the Campbellton road Monday morn- 
ing. The county will pay for their serv- 
ices at the rate of $1.35 and $1.25 per 
day.

Farmers, Ginners, Buyers and 
Crushers Hold Important 
Conference. 


- Representatives of the federal food 


administration at Washington and the 
‘federal food administration officials of 
Georgia and Florida obtaimed informa- 
tion submitted im reports from farmers, 
ginners, seed buyers and crushers of the 
two states in conference at the chamber 
of commerce Friday, which will greatly 
assist them in promulgating rulings to 
adequately meet the seed situation dur- 
ing the coming season. 

Every angle of the handling of seed 
from the time it reaches the ginner on 
through the various agencies until they 
become a product for final consump- 
tion, was discussed and fully explained 
to the officials, and these were supple. 
mented by-written reports filed for 
their information to be _ studied in 
Washington before rulings are issued. 

A committee appointed by George H. 
Denny, representative of the cotton 
seed division of the federal food ad- 
ministration at Washington, who pre- 
sided at the meeting, composed of Ma- 
jor D. F. McClatchey, W. B. Matthews 
and l. B. Jackson, director of the state 
bureau of markets, to investigate the 
problem of seed haul from the country 
or imterior gins to the railroad, report- 
ed that it seems well settled that the 
interior ginner away from the rail- 
road will have to pay the farmer as 
much for his seed as the railroad gin- 
ner, or go out of the seed-buying busi- 
ness, and suggested the solution that 
the interior ginner be permitted to 
sell Asis seed at the same price as the 
railroad ginner, plus the hauling 
charges to the railroad station.

Dr. Johnson Denies Poisoning 
Bride, and Denies Engage- 
ment to Ollie White. 


Richmond, Va., May 24.—Dr. Lemuel 
Johnson, on the stand in his own be- 
half today, denied that he had poisoned 
his 19-year-old bride, declared that he 
never was engaged to Miss Ollie White, 
of Zebulon, N. C., and explained that 
he tried to kill himself after his 
wife’s death because of ill health, the 
critical illness of his mother and wor- 
ry over the draft. 

The prosecution’s case during the 
trial has been built up on the claim 
that the young Middlesex, N. C., den- 
tist poisoned his wife in order to 
marry Miss White. Dr. Johnson testi- 
fied today that he and the young music 
teacher had “always been close friends 
since childhood days,” but denied that 
they ever had been engaged. He ad- 
mitted, however, that he had given

her a diamond ring and that he had 
kept his marriage secret from her. 

Johnson broke down several times 
during his recital, especially in telling 
of the last time he saw his wife alive.

He declared he married Alice Knight 
only because he loved her and that he 
intended to bring her to Middlesex 
when he became established in his 
profession. 

Turning to his relations with Miss 
White, whom the state’s witness have 
testified Johnson visited before and 
after his marriage, the defendant told 
of their life-long friendship and de- 
clared his giving her a diamond ring 
had no significance. Miss Lottie Hol- 
land, a telephone operator at Middle 
Sex, also wore the ring at times, he 
said.

Johnson identified various letters 
offered in evidence and admitted they 
were in his writing. but declared he 
could not recall having written them.

He told the jury his nervous condi- 
tion and the effects of the poison 
might have been responsible’ § for 
erasing them from his memory. 

“I had worried until I was absent- 
minded,” he said. ; P

The weekly report of the weather bu. 
reau indicated that the crop had made 
favorable progress and the expectation 
of a bearish end-May condition figure 
was further encouraged by rumors that 
returns to one of the southern authori- 
ties pointed to 82.4 compared with last 
year’s official report of 69.5, and a ten- 

ear average of 79. This report also 
indicated an increase of 2 percentage 

acreage and of 14 per cent in the 
use of fertilizers. 

Another report published toward the 
end of the week said the increase in 
acreagé would be between 2 and 3 per 
cent, but indicated that the condition 
would be close to the ten-year average. 
The latter part of this report probably 
contributed to rallies during today’s 
trading which were also stimulated by 
reports of an improved spot demand. 

Several of the southern markets 
which had previously maintained high 
nominal quotations have reported sharp 
declines during the ‘week, and there also 
has been a further widening of differ- 
ences between high and low , 
which was partly responsible for the 
more bearish view of the spot situa- 
tion. The number of buyers that at-
